plants he designed to pro­ 
vide complete protection 
from high winds, earth­ 
quakes and wind-blown de­ 
bris. 
T e st m e th o d s 
Dr. Wilfred E. Baker, in­ 
stitute engineering dyna­ 
mic scientist, developed 
test methods using small­ 
scale models to test design 
safety with substantial sav­ 
ings in cost and lime. 
For the toronado-type 
winds, Dr. Baker and the 
engineers used a special 
launching dev-we to shoot 
models of telephone poles, 
steel pipes and other pro­ 
jectiles at models of var­ 
ious power plant structure 
mock-ups. 
The models are highly 
instrumented and high­ 
speed motion picture ca­ 
meras filmed the test at 
4.EMMI frames per second to 


detail the amount of pene­ 
tration from the wind-dri­ 
ven objects.

EPA amends gas plan 


ASSOCIATED PRS SS 
WASHINGTON — The Environmental 
Protection Agency on Friday dropped 
its controversial plan to phase down the 
amount of lead in gasoline on a step- 
bv-step basis over the next three years. 


Instead, the agency said it would allow refiners 
to keep lead content at its current level for the 
three-year period and to make the total reduction 
in one step after the grace period expires. 
The announcement came exactly one week 
before the plan was togo into effect. K l’A said ii 
was taking the action l>ecause studies by the 
government and by independent contractors 
showed phasing down lead contents would result 
in gasoline shortages during the summer months 
in 1977 and 1978. 
Lead 
is 
used 
to boost 
gasoline octane. 


Attaining the same octane rating without lead 
requires more crude oil. 
Leaded gas. used in all cars not eau inned with 
the pollution-reduc ing catalytic converters, has 
long been considered a potential health hazard. 
The E P A ruled earlier that phasing out the lead 
content was necessary to prevent a significant 
risk to human health.

regulations ‘‘will mept the? same ultimate

the original standards but will not do so at the ex­ 
pense of another gas shortage. 


E P A originally planned to require refiners to 
use no more than 1.4 grams of lead per gallon of 
gas after Oct. 1. This amount would tie decreased 
to I gram p er gallon in 1977, to 0.8 grams per 
gallon in 1978 and to 0.5 grams per gallon on Jan 
I. 1979. The agency estimates the lead content in 
gasoline now ranges from 16 grants per gal-/ 
Ion to 1.9 grams per gallon. 


The new timetable* eliminates the Oct. I and 
the- 1977 reductions and says EPA will waive th** 
1978 standard as well so long as refiners e-an 
show they are in the* process of procuring and 
installing th** equipment necessary to reach the* 
final goal of 0.5 grams per gallon.

Unsmiling 
Many spectators stood unsmiling, hands 
y thrust into their pockets, as Carter climbed 
atop a makeshift platform between a hotel 
and a depart ment store. 
Police officials said an estim ate of th** 


crowd was impossible at the time of the 
rally, 
with scores coming and going, 
stopping to listen to a para graph or two and 
then hustling hack to work. 
This was the first outdoor downtown rally 
in Houston since one by President Dwight 
I) Eisenhower more than two decades ago. 
C arter spoke on Lamar Street, one of the 
m ajor downtown arteries, with a giant ae­ 
rial balloon as background and the First 
Baptist Church in the foreground with its 
neon sign— “ Jesu sSaves.”

The big balloon collapsed at the moment 
C arter began his speech.

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Candidates handle 
first debate well 
The two most sensitive 
issues of the presidential cam­ 
paign surfaced in Round One of 
the debates this week. They are 
President F o rd ’s claim that 
Jim m y Carter is fuzzy on the 
issues and Carter’s claim that 
Ford gives favored treatment 
to “ big shots who are rich, who 
are influential.” 
The fuzzy issue came up in 
Ford’s first spoken sentence in 
the debate. 
The favoritism issue came 
up after a question asking Ford 
to 
distinguish 
between 
a 
pardon for Richard Nixon on 
the b asis that he had been 
penalized enough and refusal 
of a pardon for vietnam war 
resiste rs by the sam e r a ­ 
tionale. 
The fuzzy charge failed to 
stand up. Carter was specific. 
Carter stung the President, 
additionally, by calling his 
hand for declining to take note 
of an Associated Press correc­ 
tion in its story on Carter's 
controversial tax statement of 
last week. 
Otherwise, the debate con­ 
sisted mainly of restated views 
by the candidates. The ques­ 
tioning was precise, sharp in 
places, and paced well enough 
to touch a variety of domestic 
policy areas. 
The candidates were well 
prepared and they avoided the 
one-round knockout attributed 
to the 1960 Kennedy-Nixon de­ 


bate. They becam e alm ost 
boring with repeated use of 
statistics, but with specifics an 
issue, neither could afford not 
to use figures lest he be con­ 
sidered unspecific. 
Differences on when a bud­ 
get balance could be achieved 
are academic, despite what 
either candidate says. Con­ 
gress writes the budget, in any 
event, and presidential leader­ 
ship is key to White House in­ 
fluence on that item. 
The other debates will fill in 
viewpoints on foreign affairs 
and other matters and should 
make the series quite in­ 
structive. We hope they will 
also arouse voter interest. 
As for presentation of the 
debates, Carter appeared ner­ 
vous at the outset but quickly 
showed poise and ability to 
deal with the tough questions. 
Ford was poised, if somewhat 
grim. He ducked one question 
on whether he would sign a 
just-passed jobs bill. 
The unfortunate 28-minute 
gap due to technical problems 
in televising the debate spoiled 
the 
ending, 
where 
Ford 
seemed weakest. While ABC 
Anchorman Harry Reasoner 
was saying if it had been “ a 
network 
feed” 
the 
gap 
wouldn’t have happened, CBS’ 
Walter Cronkhite was apolo­ 
gizing for the lost signal from 
the “ ABC feed.”

The first impression of C. 
Stanley Banks — as he stands 
there in the doorway of his 
office primly dressed in a 
white shirt and olive pants — is 
gruffness. 
“ Come on in . . . come on in." he 
harks. 
But. within minutes, the gruffness 
melts. Banks reminds you of a kindly 
grandfather. 
I t’s the g ra n d fa th e r 
shining 
through as the tall man with his rim 
of white hair sits down and crosses 
his hands together on his lap — as if 
he might be sitting in a porch rocking 
chair. 
And the grandfather is there each 
time Banks leans over to explain the 
details of a situation — just in case 
you didn’t know. 
S.A. institution 


Banks is som ething of a San 
Antonio institution. He’s been prac­ 
ticing law here since 1913. 
He’s also been lecturing and writ­ 
ing about history a good part of that 
time. Some people consider him quite 
a historian. 
But Banks himself is more inter­ 
esting than the history he'll talk 
about. The man's actions are original 
while his words sometimes come out 
more like a lesson than a conversa­ 
tion 


Banks likes history though — he 
starts glowing once he gets into the 
subject. 
He’s talking about the Civil War — 
"it’s known as the Civil War to some, 
but I call it the War Between the 
Stats. 
Why? 
Well, explains Banks, it dates back 
to a lecture he once gave on the war 
for the Daughters of the Confederacy.

If the conversation m akes him 
restless or cautious, he’s likely to 
pound a folded fist into the palm of 
his other hand. 
He gets cautious talking about the 
city government — even though he’s 
been observing it for years and was a 
member of the committee that wrote 
tho city charter in the earlv 1950s.

He later served on a com m ittee 
that recom m ended rev isin g that 
charter.

Cigarettes: The 
silent killers 
There is an old saying, 
“ w here th e re ’s sm oke, 
there’s fire.” 
According to the Ameri­ 
can Lung Association, the 
saying should Ik- altered to. 
“ w here th e r e ’s sm oke, 
there is death ” 
The Association claims 
3UIUMMI deaths every year in 
the United States are di­ 
rectly attributable to cigar­ 
ette smoking. That's more 
than alcoholism, heroin ad­ 
diction. and automobile ac­ 
cidents combined. 
I ts become old fashioned 
and out of date for church­ 
men to call attention to the 
quiet killers of our day. 
We can talk about vio­ 
lence taking lives in may­ 
hem and destruction. We 
can deplore capital punish­ 
ment in the lives of folk who 
are convicted of destroying 
life. 
Deplore 
We can deplore environ­ 
m ental conditions that 
choke out life because of 
man s greed We can casti­ 
gate warmongers who pro­ 
duce profits out of taking 
life in international con­ 
flict 
We can even di al with the 
driving while intoxicated 
danger of people on high­ 
ways snuffing out innocent 
lives. 
However, the m edical 
evidence about tobacco is 
largely ignored because 
smoking is such a popular 
practice and death is dealt 
at such slow degrees. 
A recently released study 
by (J. IL Miller. PH D., of 
Pennsylvania’s 
Fdinlioro 
State College reveals that a 
man who is a heavy cigar­ 
ette smoker will live 14 to 
16 years less than a mule 
nonsmoker and a woman 
who is a heavy smoker will 
live 19 to 20 years less than 
a female nonsmoker. 
The U.S. Public Health 
Service has revealed that 
cig a rette sm o k ers co m ­ 
pared to nonsmokers have 
twice the risk of heart at­ 
tacks. bladder cancer, and 
strokes; four times the risk 
of cancer of the esophagus; 
seven tim es the risk of 
death from em physem a or 
chronic bronchitis; eight 
times the risk of cancer of 
the larynx; and ten to 
twenty tim es the risk of 
lung cancer. 
About 11 million cases of 
chronic disease occur year­ 
ly largely due to smoking.

It 
produces a faster heartbeat 
and higher blood pressure 
researchers have found 
T h ere's actually m ore

than iii the sm oke the 
smoker inhales. 
Large doses of cadmium 
have been related to high 
blood p re ssu re , chronic 
bronchitis, and em physe­ 
ma. 
The American Lung As­ 
sociation says that smoke 
from an idling cig arette 
contains even more tar and 
nicotine than an inhaled 
one and that the amount of 
carbon m onoxide in the 
blood of non-smokers dou­ 
bles in a poorly ventilated 
room filled with cigarette 
smoke. 
Hurting others 
It is clear then that the 
right to smoke is the right 
to hurt somebody else. 
Human nature is hard to 
understand. 
Where there is a deuth 
wish or a despising of life, 
one could understand the 
addiction to tobacco. 
Where there is a vital de­ 
sire to live, to do well, and 
to help others, it is difficult 
to understand. 
Yet muny fine and help 
fill people continue to hurt 
them selves and threaten 
others with the quiet killer 
of cigarette smoking. 
The application of a 
Christian principle to that 
lifestyle surely must center 
in the fact that the body is 
viewed in the Bible to be 
the temple of God already 
paid for by the price of His 
suffering son and therefore 
to be kept in the best order 
that it possibly can be. 
Quiet killers are danger­ 
ous too.

Cotulla— the legacy 
o f a pioneer T exan 


Since earliest times, people 
have wanted to come to Texas. 
But to understand what their com ­ 
ing meant, you m ust look two ways. 
Texas has offered unusual oppor­ 
tunity to the poor, the orphaned, the 
o p p ressed and those whose native 
land offered th e m little chan ce to 
better their lives. 
But this is just half the picture. 
This magnet of opportunity has al­ 
ways attracted the adventurous, the 
hard-working, the imaginative. 
They have had m uch to do with 
making Texas the great state it is. 
Texas has helped them — they have 
helped Texas. 
There could be no better example 
than Joe Cotulla. 
Original home 
Bonnie and I spent a recent Satur­ 
day in Cotulla, the town founded by 
and named for Joe Cotulla. Much of 
our tim e was w ith two gran d so n s. 
Paul and Jon Cotulla, who are cou­ 
sins. We visited the original Cotulla 
home, part of w hich was built by Joe 
Cotulla more than IOO years ago. 
No m a n w as m o re o u ts id e the 
common mold than this little Polish 
boy who cam e to Texas in 1856 and 
died an honored patriarch in 1922. 
M e m b e rs of th e C otulla fam ily 
were in that little band that founded 
the first Polish colony in America — 
at Panna Maria. 
Two years later — in 1856 — Joe 
Cotulla, his m other and his g ran d ­ 
m other cam e from Poland — then 
part of Prussia — to Panna Maria. 
Joe then was 12. 
Soon Joe went to Atascosa County 
and went to work for $4 a month. He 
felt he w as moving ahead w lien he got 
another job paying $6 a month. 
He spoke no English when he cam e

After the Civil War — he was in the 
I I l i o n A rm y — Jo e C otulla c a m e 
down into Nueces R iver country to 
start ranching.

Jon and Paul Cotulla told the un­ 
usual story of how Joseph Cotulla's 
name cam e to be spelled "Cotulla." 


The story is told in detail in "The 
Polish Texans,” published by the In­ 
stitute of Texan Cultures. 


Two boys cam e to Texas from the 
sam e general area of Poland. Both 
Joe and Ed spelled their last name 
"Kotula." 


As both started to becom e active in 
business, they found much confusion 
arose from their having the sam e last 


name. They met in the Monger Hotel 
and agreed to flip a coin with the 
loser to change the spelling of the 
name. 


Joe lost and started spelling his 
name “ Cotulla.” 
“ My grandfather said that he ac­ 
tually was the winner — that C was 
easier to write than K,” Jon Cotulla 
said. 


Ed K otula b eca m e a lea d in g 
rancher, merchant and financier. He 
w as known as the "W ool K ing of 
Texas.” 


Mexico City. 
He once w as a La Salle County 
commissioner. One of his daughters 
was a long-time postm istress of Co­ 
tulla and a grandson was a mayor. 
Operate campground 
Paul Cotulla and his son, William 
“ Bill" Cotulla, own and operate the 
KOA campground, the Model Market 
and two ranches. The cam pground is 
on land that was part of the Joseph 
Cotulla home ranch. 
Jon Cotulla is now retired after 36 
y ears as prin cipal of Cotulla High 
School. He is the family historian. He 
lives in the hom e his g ra n d fa th e r 
built and his ranch is also part of the 
original ranch. .Ion has a sister, Mrs. 
Bruce Tiller, who was Fae ('otulla. 
Other m em b ers of the Cotulla fa­ 
mily also have had active roles in 
Cotulla life. 
But if Texas gave him a great op­ 
portunity, Joe ('otulla, in turn, had 
much to do with shaping this part of 
tin* stale. 
Many a Texas town is now a ghost 
town because the railroad passed it 
by — often because people fought its 
coming. 
But J o e C otulla knew w hat the 
railroad meant. He went to the offices 
of the International and Great North­ 
ern at Palestine with an offer. 
Gave right-of-way 
He gave the right-of-way through 
his ranch and other land. Then he 
showed railroad officials the m ap of a 
proposed townsite — now Cotulla — 
he had laid out along the railroad. 
The townsite was a checkerboard 
— the railroad would be deeded every 
other lot. There were additional lots 
for schools and churches. 
The railroad came. 
“ Our grandfather had gone back to 
Atascosa in 1871 to wed our g ra n d ­ 
m o th er. who before h er m a r ria g e 
was Mary R ieder," Jon said. "S he 
was the daughter of im m igrants from 
Switzerland. 
" B u t g r a n d f a t h e r C o tulla had 
never brought grandm other and the 
children here to live because it was 
such a hard life. 
"T h ere were two families on that 
first train that headed south. One 
family got off at Pearsall. 
“ The other was my g ran dm oth er 
and five children — two boys and 
three girls. Our Aunt Mary was just 
eight months old." 
T hey, of co u rse, m oved into the 
home where Jon Cotulla now lives 
Paul. Bonnie and I visited Jon Co­ 
tulla at this wonderful old home. Jon 


has r e s to re d it, s a lv a g in g m a n y 
things once in it — such as vases, 
p itc h e rs and even a dou gh tr a y 
—from the bed of a nearby creek.

mg IT usually used on horses.” 
Then .Ion took down another 
bran ding iron that plainly held a 
special place for both Paul and him. 
“ This is the ‘MC’ brand for my 
g ra n d m o th e r. M ary C o tu lla ,” he 
said. 
“ Then there are trail b ra n d s. 
Som e of the trail herds assem bled 
here. In addition to the ow n er’s 
brand, they carried a special brand 
for this trail drive. This way they 
could be quickly identified if sc a t­ 
tered.” 
Mesquite corrals 


Nothing could have been prettier 
than the old mesquite wood corrals. 
The years had pitted them and turned 
them to a gray that was almost white. 
• 
“ That was the horse corral over 
there,” .Ion said. 
“ Y e s, there have 
been 
wild 
mustangs in that corral,” he added in 
reply to my question. 
I asked because the largest roun­ 
dup of wild mustangs ever in Texas 
— and probably anywhere — was 
near Cotulla. The Texas Handbook 
.reports 1,000 mustangs were rounded 
up for sale to the Argentine govern­ 
ment. It is not believed .Toe Cotulla 
took part in this. 
“ There in front was the mule cor­ 
ra l,” Paul said. “ Grandfather kept 
one particular pair of mules in that 
corral a long time. I asked him why 
he kept them there since he never 
used them and he replied. 
“ I 
went on 
a man's note for 
$10,000. I had to pay it and all I could 
ever get was that pair of mules. I 
keep them there so every time I come 
out of the house they remind me not 
to sign another m an’s note.’” 
The house is made of sandstone. I 
asked how thick the walls are and 
Paul whipped out a tape. They arc 20 
inches. 
Windows recessed 


The windows arc recessed. Once 
they were portholes for use if Indians 
attacked. 


“ They used adobe and goat s milk 
to m ak e the m o rta r holding the 
stones to g e th e r," Jon said. “ The 
m o rtar is still so stro n g that the 
sandstone crumbles before it can be 
separated from the m ortar.” 


There were memories everywhere 
we turned inside. 


Here was a fine old bed. Joe and 
Mary Cotulla had nine children. All 
were born in this bed: 


Jon handed me a document —Joe 
Cotulla’s 1856 passport to America. 


A beautiful wall hanging was the 
fa m ily lap ro b e from the d a y s of 
buggies. There was a table that could 
lie extended to seat 22. 


Paul asked Jon not to disturb one 
particularly sentimental spot when 
the house was being restored. A thick 
board is at the bottom of a doorway 
between two rooms. It is worn almost 
through by the footprints of a cen­ 
tury. 


W IL D M U S T A N G S w ere once penned in corrals on this 
site. It w a s Joe C otulla’s grandson, Paul Cotulla, w a lk s 
be sid e a p art of the fence re m a in in g from the old 
corrals. 


T h ere a re so m any w onderful 
stories about Jo e Cotulla. Though 
patriarchal, he had a sense of humor. 


“ When I was a very small boy I was 
riding with an uncle who was driving 
the team,” Paul said. 


“ When we came to a ranch gate he 
told me that I would have to get out 
and open it — that the rule of the 
ranch country was that if there were 
two men in a wagon or buggy, the 
driver never opened the gate. 


“ Soon a fter I w as d riv in g my 
grandfather and we came to a gate. 
Plainly he though I would get out and 
open it, but I just sat there. He knew 
what was running through my mind 
and with a twinkle in his eye, he got 
out and opened the gate.” 


Early day Cotulla had a reputation 
as a tough town. Annette M. bede­ 
man in her recent History of La Salle 
County titled one chapter — “ Gun 
Fire and Boot Hill.” 


Call o f conductors 


Railroad conductors used to call 
out jokingly: "Cotulla. . . Cotulla. . . 
passengers duck between seats 


Joe Cotulla resented “ tough Cotul­ 
la” jokes. 


“ Once my grandfather stepped up 
in a railroad ticket window in San 
Antonio and asked for a ticket to Co­ 
tulla,” Jon said

“ A man in line behind him said: 
‘Cotulla? Y ou ’d better sta y away 
from that town if you value your life.’ 
“ My grandfather turned to him and 
said: ‘I’m Joseph Cotulla, Sir. and 
the town is named for me. I resent 
that rem ark.’ 
“ F ir e in his eye. he sta rte d 
adv ancing on the man. who broke and 
ran.” 
Then there is the story of the mule 
and the pack. 
“ A mule showed up here with a 
pack on his back,” Paul said. “ My 
grandfather put the mule in the cor­ 
ral and threw the pack here on the 
front porch. 
“ He passed the word around but 
nobody showed up to claim the mule. 
Filially a man did come and asked if 
a lost m ule had turned up. My 
grandfather pointed to the mule in 
the corral. 
“Then the man said ‘Did he have a 
pack?’ My grandfather pointed to the 
undisturbed pack on the porch. 
“ The man went to the pack and 
opened it. It contained $5,0(111 in gold 
pieces.” 
Miles of foot trails 


The Cotulla KOA campground is an 
unusual one. There is a picnic area 
along the Nueces River and a nature 
area with miles of foot trails 
Both P a u l's ranch and J o n 's a d ­ 
joining ranch are gam e preserves. 
Nine sp e c ie s of a n im a ls and 175 
species of birds have been spotted in 
ike KOA nature area over a period of 
several years. 
Deer come up to the campground 
late each afternoon to be fed. There 
have been as many as 42 at a feeding. 
Jon feeds his birds each day — and 
sometimes has from 500 to 660 quail. 
Joe Cotulla was one of the pioneers 
in bringing farm ing to the Cotulla 
area. Cotton and wheat were among 
his early crops. 
But Joe Cotulla’s biggest contribu­ 
tion to agriculture — and to Cotulla’s 
water supply — was drilling the first 
artesian well. 
Paul took Bonnie and me to a little 
ridge back of the campground where 
he now has a well only a few feet 
aw ay from the a rte sia n well his 
grandfather drilled in 1915. 
Dirt reservoir 


Joe Cotulla’s original well flowed 
until about IO years ago. We saw the 
nearby dirt reservoir. From it water 
flowed to fields at the foot of the ridge 
and through a flume over a second 
ridge to another valley. 
“ They tell a story abou t my 
grandfather’s artesian well that I 
believe is true,” Paul said. “ Joe 
Burkett was the driller and lie first 
struck a little oil. 
“ Keep on drillin g,’ m y gran d ­ 
father said. ‘My cattle can ’t drink 
oil.’”

Roy Hofheinz, one-time boy wonder of the legal 
world as a judge and a former mayor of Houston, 
appears on the verge of trying to make a come­ 
back. It won't be easy because Roy will have to 
try from a wheelchair. He’ll also have to try 
without the friendship and the millions of R E. 
(Bob) Smith. 


Hofheinz. heading toward the twilight of life and crippled 
by a s tr o k e ab o u t six 
y e a r s ago. w a n ts his 
dome back. 
Well, that's not entirely 
a c c u r a t e b e c a u s e th e 
d o m e d s ta d iu m n e v e r 
was his although it is a 
product of his mind ann 
energies * and 
most 
H ou ston ian s d o n't even 
realize that the big bub­ 
ble b elong s to the ta x ­ 
payers of H arris County. 
in fact, the official nam e 
of the big plant is Harris 
County Domed Stadium. 
Yet. we all know that it 
w as H ofheinz who co n ­ 
ceived the idea for the 
roofed arena and he and 
a few fr ie n d s put the 
whole package together, 
the first to bring m ajor league baseball to Texas while 
placing the so-called eighth wonder of the world in Hous­ 
ton's backyard. 


They were still sticking the roof on the project back in 
1964 when Hofheinz stood before a handful of newsmen and 
told of his legal connections and how be had the place 
locked in his hip pocket. Old Roy was proud as a peacock 
as he sucked on his ever-present cigar, rested one hand on 
his over sized belly and explained, “ I have a 40-year lease 
with a 40-year option so that should last me long enough." 


As he spoke I got the idea that Roy really felt that he 
intended to stick around long enough to exercise all 8(1 
years of that lease and option 
It was Blackie Sherrod of Dallas who challenged that 
thought of longevity and inquired so boldly, “ but what 
happens if you were to die in the next lh or 2ll years?" 


Hofheinz coughed on his cigar smoke, looked at Blackie 
as if the reporter had just spilled soup in both his shoes 
and finally said, "my son. Fred, would operate it." 


Contrary to popular opinion. Roy Hofheinz didn’t do it all 
by himself. An old United Press sportsw riter by the nam e 
of George Kirksey played a m ajor role in landing the 
baseball team in Houston and. over the years, it s been 
that team that pays tin* bulk of the dom e’s annual rent. 
George got a few percentage points of the action but then 
he later sold out and several years ago he died in an auto 
accident in E u r ^ e . 
Eiob Smith, th • Houston gillionaire, poured millions of 
his own money into the project just for fixtures, like the 
two and a half million dollar scoreboard. 


But Roy grew weary of sharing the limelight with Smith 
and they parted company one afternoon when Bob sa ­ 
shayed by to show some friends the finished project and 
discovered that none of his keys worked. Seems (hat Roy 
had changed all the locks and new keys were not available 
for Smith. 


Not long after that Mr. Smith passed away and he left 
with a terrible taste in his mouth concerning the dome.

Oh yes, he also bought the 
Ringling Brothers circus aud displayed it for long stands 
in the Astrodomain. 


You never know about such things hut a lot of us big- 
eared newsmen kept hearing that old Rev had even hocked 
his house to the hilt in an efiort to maintain control of the 
complicated spread. 


Somewhere near the peak of his crisis Roy suffered a 
terrible stroke and for mouths it was touch and go. But he 
didn t go although he wound up in a w heelchair with 
lumfeij, use of his vocal chords. I rem em ber visiting his 
table briefly several years ago when the Super Bowl party 
was being held in the dome, two nights Indore Houston’s 
p.^st Super Bowl game. 


Mary Francis, Roy's wife, did most of the talking and 
she was very gracious. “ You remember Dan, honey." The 
judge smiled and nodded but didn t say anvilling. Later I 
heard that he could speak a little but the words were slow 
getting out. He was, however, on the mend and showing 
improvement, lolks said. 


Now he's back to fight again He wants Ins dome. 
One last effort 


T here’s m uch to lie said for Roy Hofheinz and at least 
halt of it is good. To l»c honest. I ve never been too far on 
his side He's hard and rather cold-blooded But I have 
respected him and admired many of his deeds. 


He did a lot tor Houston and this state when he rammed 
his dome down the throats ut thousands who weren't 
enthused with the idea. 


In one way. it s sort of sad to see the old cam paigner 
struggling with one more flower play. He ll probably get 
control of the baseball team and thereby have a stout say 
about the dome. But ll he lolls that wheelchair through the 
right ridges and winds up kingpin of the whole shooting

The Texas Department of Agriculture stuped the spray­ 
ing, says “ The Lake Livingston Progress.” because “ the 
state of Mississippi recently requested the Environmental 
Protection agency to ban mirex after a two-year phase out 
period.” 
“We wanted the tim e to check out where we stand,” said 
David Ivie. director of TDA environm ental sciences di­ 
vision. “ M ississippi wants the phase out, and we don’t 
know why.” 


A total of 88,000 pounds of ground corn cobs treated Witt 
mirex are stored at the Livingston airport. Polk County 
Extension Agent Carlin McDaniel says that’s enough to 
treat Polk, Walker and Shelby Countiea. 


He added that since there is a shortage of the chemical 
1he state doesn’t have enough to spray Angelina and five 
liber Texas counties originally included in the aerial 
program . Angelina County borders another big lake in 
East Texas, Sam Rayburn. 
McDaniel said if mirex is sprayed over Polk and Shelby 
Counties, it might be the final application of the contro­ 
versial insecticide.

ornamentals to grow, 
but. with a little know­ 
ledge and patience, 
one can grow them. 


Whether you are a rose 
novice or not. you should b*' 
interested in the three new 
roses that won the 1977 
All-America Awards. 


Floribunda 


First 
Edition. 
the 
award-winning floribunda. 
brings to the rose garden a 
true floribunda growth 
habit with an eye-catching 
bloom coloring. The lumin­ 
ous coral flowers seem to 
have a florescent glow that 
makes them stand out. even 
on a cloudy, dark day. It is 
a 
variety 
that 
produces 
great clusters of perfectly 
shaped^Ly-inch blooms in 
which 4^r yellow . orange 
and red shades bien to yield 
a distinctive coral that 
catches the eye. 


This winner has the very 
desirable floribunda char­ 
acteristic of constantly 
bearing its masses of 
blooms throughout the 


growing season with the 
distinctively different coral 
color deepening as the 
nights become cool in the 
rail. 


The plant of First Edition 
develops into a broad, 
mounded 2 Mr foot bush of 
excellent floribunda habit, 
wi ll covered with medium 
sized, glossy, bright green 
foliage. Because of its con­ 
sistent compact habit and 
masses of bloom, this flor­ 
ibunda should develop into 
a variety of many uses, 
both i i i the garden and as a 
landscape plant.

As the flower continues to 
open, it discloses large 
areas of bright, carmine 
red. unevenly splashed 
along the edges of the pe­ 
tals. With the maturing 
bloom, the red areas begin 
to merge until, at the time 
of the petal drop. Double 
Delight becomes practical­ 
ly a red rose. 


The blooms are very 
large, averaging 5>£ to six 
inches across in most gar­ 
dens, with 35 to 45 broad, 
thick petals making up the 
shapely flower. The roses, 
held erect on long, strong 
stems, are produced con- 
tinously throughout the 
season. The formal, high- 
centered blooms have a 
strong, pleasing fragrance 
which resembles a blend of 
spice and arnee.

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Pacem aker

Dear Dr. Thosteson: My husband, who 
is 76, has ben told he should have a 
pacemaker. He is rather heavy and his 
heart beats 45 to 47 times a minute. With 
digitalis it beats 54 to 57 times a minute. 
Will the pacemaker help him? 
He feels fine, but is a little tired at times. — Mrs. A R N. 
The average heart rate is 72 beats per minute, so your 
husband is on the low side even for his age. Being over­ 
weight creates more demand than normal on his heart, 
which is alread y finding it 
difficult to supply demand. 
Ile may feel fine now . but 
tills continued undersupply of 
blood could have serious re ­ 
sults. 
Properly used, pacemakers 
are little wonders, 
and be­ 
sides improving heart rhythm 
they can also improve output 
in cases like your husband’s. 
II he has been thoroughly exa­ 
mined (and he would have to 
be first) and a pacemaker re­ 
commended. I would go along 
.with the decision. 
E x p erien ces with p ace­ 
m a k ers have steadily im ­ 
proved since1 the first ones 
were implanted in 1957. It's 
estimated that at least 1(1.000 
of them are in use in the U.S. 
Also. the pacemaker may remove the need for some of 
h i s present medication, which might help pay back some 
• •I the cost for the device. 
He should reduce regardless. 
Plantar wart 
Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am a 13-year-old boy. I have a 
plantar wart on my toe and a larger one on my sole. How 
can I get rid of them? How did I get them? Will they 
spread? — S.M. 
Of all the warts this type is probably the most trouble­ 
some. “ Plantar" refers to the sole of the foot, where most 
occur. They can also appear on the sides ot the toes. 
Because of these locations the plaantar wart is mighty 
hard to lice with and I can sympathize with you. 
As with other warts, a \irus is to biome. You could have 
picked your up in a shower room a bath house, any­ 
where you might have walked barefoot. This is why the 
plantar wart is most common among young people, who 
just get around to such places more than older folks. The 
plantar wart usually occurs on an already callused spot. 
The warts can spread among groups using common 
facilities such a s shower rooms. The w arts can also 
“ seed” surrounding skin and spread, . 
Surgery is possible, but ifs best to avoid it. lf it is 
needed, freezing is probably the most effective method of 
'removal, lf the* warts continue to give- you pain you should 
see a dermatologist or a foot specialist to discuss acid 
treatments. They are usually rather lengthy affairs, so- 
met itnes taking sec oral weeks of repeated applications. 
The1 warts tend to disappear on their own. which ac­ 
counts for the "success" of many of the strange “ miracle" 
cures your friends will undoubtedly tell you about. The 
pain can be helped somewhat by special puds that sur­ 
round the wart and relieve direct pressure on them. 
Since you seem susceptible to them you will have to be 
more careful from now on just where you do your barefoot 
walking. You might find some hints on foot hygiene in my 
booklet, “ Relief and fare of Your Feet.”

I’m caught in the middle of a deal that I believe you may 
be able to help me with. 
On last July 9 a refrigerator repairman installed a new 
temperature control on my refrigerator, whic h he ordered 
through a service store here. 
The control was supposed to cycle through an automatic 
defrost cycle, which it never did. I called the repairman 
several times and he checked the refrigerator and said the 
control was good Finally, he refused to do any more work 
on the refrigerator, stating that it was too old and the 
compressor was probably bad. 
I was not convinced and called another repair company 
and their serviceman found that the compressor was good 
and all other items were working perfectly. 
He took the same model number and part number from 
the unit and ordered a new control through his parts 
house, installed it and the box now works perfectly. 
Obviously, the first control was not the right control for the 
refrigerator model 
Well, the first parts store refuses to refund the amount 
of $3(1 HS, cost of the control, stating that since they did not 
install it. they would no! stand good for it 
And the first repairman offers nothing but his condo­ 
lences. saying he was furnished the wrong control.

We really don’t think 
there’s much more to be 
done in your situation. As 
you said. you seem to be 
caught in the middle of 
circumstances. 
Those circumstances are 
most unfortunate, to be 
sure. 
The manager of the store 
where the first repairman 
obtained the temperature 
control says there is no re­ 
fund 
or 
exchange 
to 
custom ers on electrical 
components. That, he con­ 
tends, is a standard prac­ 


tice throughout the ap­ 
pliance, service and parts 
industry. 
His defense claim is that 
he can’t hack up he work of 
a repairman who does not 
work for him. 
"If one of my men had 
done the job, we would have 
happily replaced it or paid 
the customer for it,” he 
told Action-Express. Inter­ 
estingly, the store manager 
would neither admit nor 
deny that the refrigerator 
item hought at his store 
was not the right one.

I know what it means but I can't find out where its use 
came from. The same applies to the word “ love” in 
scoring tennis.

The origins of the words 
love and seed are shrouded 
in the mystery of the be­ 
ginnings of tennis, which in 
the past was a rather elite, 
not-so-popular sport in 
most countries. 
Historians believe the use 
of the word “ love” to de­ 
signate no score may be an 
outgrowth of the French 
word "I’oeuf,” meaning 
egg. The French reportedly 
started a form of the game 
in the 13th century. 
It is thought the French 
were influenced in such use 
of the word for scoring be­ 
cause of the older English 
game of cricket where 
players had the habit of 


calling a zero a duck egg. 
Americans commonly refer 
to a zero as a goose egg. 
The Scots, we have also 
learned, have a word called 
“ luff” which means zero. 


Then, too, some theorize 
that the most simple ex­ 
planation is that love itself 
has always been a synonym 
(or the word nothing in the 
English language. 
Tennis, as it is played to­ 
day, was formally begun in 
the 1870s in England. It was 
officially called Lawn Ten­ 
nis and from this phrase 
somehow sprouted the word 
seed lo rank players at 
tournaments.

Women can work in crea­
